street. 
There were a total of fif­ 
teen signers, but there 
was not 
a 
single signer living in the block be­ 
tween Main and Perkins street. The 
council believed that these residents 
wanted oil or thfy would have sign­ 
ed the remonstrance.

strance was left 
with

street 
committee. 
The committee has

power either to order the street oil­ 
ed or sustain the remonstrance. 
The third remonstrance was 
for 
Willow street. 
The council granted
